ORDER

By a motion received on May 26, 2015, the city of Augusta (“Augusta”) requests
an amendment to the procedural schedule established in the Appendix to the
Commission’s March 18, 2015 Order in this case.

Having reviewed the motion and being otherwise sufficiently advised, the
Commission finds good cause to grant the requested extension of time and amend the
procedural schedule.
